Shops report a 
huge increase 


in food thefts

THEFTS of food from shops in Har¬ 
low have rocketed, according to fig¬ 
ures released by police. 

Last year there were more than 2,752 
recorded incidents in Essex of people 
stealing food items compared to 2,290 
in 2012 - an increase of 20 per cent. 

However, in Harlow the figure rose 
by a whopping 39 per cent, with 358 
reported offences compared to 257 in 
2012. Only Southend (44 per cent) had 
a bigger increase 

Basildon (30 per cent) and Colchester 
(23 per cent) also reported higher than 
average rises while in the police dis¬ 
trict covering Epping there was a drop 
in the number of cases, with 171 in 
2013 compared to 177 in 2012. 

The figures were released following a 
Freedom of Information Act request. 

Harlow Foodbank, which provides 
support for people at times of crisis, 
said referrals had risen by 67 per cent 
over the past 12 months. 

Spokesman Gary Knott said: “I am 
not surprised by the [police] figures as 
people are struggling to make ends 
meet. 

“We have seen an increase of people 
using our services and there isn’t a 
certain type of client. A lot of people 
work and are finding it difficult 
because of the increase in prices or 
benefit changes. 

“We have, on average, 124 extra peo¬ 
ple that are needing emergency food 
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HOTSPOT: The Marks & Spencer Simply Food shop at the BP filling station in Southern 
Way has become a frequent target for shoplifters 


and are now on average feeding 310 
people a month compared to the same 
period last year. It means we need 
more of everything, including food, 
storage facilities and more financing.” 

Harlow Police’s district inspector, 
Greg Wood said: “We have seen an 
increase in reports of shoplifting over 
the past 12 months. This picture is 
mirrored across the county. 

“Harlow’s Neighbourhood Policing 
Team continues to work closely with 
the various stores and our partner 
agencies to try to prevent this increase, 
although this is going to be a chal¬ 
lenge. 

“I know that there are a number of 
excellent charities within the town 
that are working hard to help those 


families in need and we continue to 
work with them to identify those mem¬ 
bers of the community who need their 
support.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who is a 
member of a cross-party parliamenta¬ 
ry group looking into the need for 
foodbanks and their growing popular¬ 
ity, said: “There is no doubt that people 
have faced huge economic difficulties 
over the years because of the reces¬ 
sion, so I thank God for organisations 
like the Harlow Foodbank for the work 
they do. 

“It is worth noting there are more 
foodbanks per head in wealthy 
Germany and France than in England 
but the reasons for a rise in food thefts 
and foodbanks are deep and complex.”

IT was supposed to be the hap¬ 
piest time in Lucy Smith’s life. 
But just a few months before 
she was due to be married, her 
world fell apart when her 
fiance died from cancer. 

Daniel Till, pictured right 
with Lucy, passed away in 
March last year at the age of 23, 
just six months after he was 
diagnosed with a rare malig¬ 
nant tumour. 

“Losing him was the worst 
thing that’s ever happened to 
me,” said Lucy, 22. “It’s a dis¬ 
ease that can tear loved ones 
apart.” 

The couple had booked their 
wedding venue and Lucy had 
chosen her dress when Daniel 
became seriously ill in October 
2012. 

At first doctors thought he 
was suffering from a collapsed 
lung, but hospital tests revealed 
a mass which was eventually 
diagnosed as teratome, a rare 
malignant tumour. 

Daniel underwent a course of 
chemotherapy and was due to 
have surgery to remove the 
tumour when he suffered organ 
failure and died at St Bart’s 
Hospital in London. 

Lucy, a retail duty manager,

said: “He had complained of 
feeling breathless in the 
months before that but we 
weren’t worried as he’d always 
been fighting fit. He played 
football every Wednesday and 
was always out socialising with 
friends. 

“It was such a shock as he had 
been doing so well. 

“I was so shocked I could 
barely function the week after 
his death. I couldn’t eat, sleep 
or even speak. Only the support 
of my wonderful friends and 
family got me through.” 

A year before Daniel’s death 
Lucy’s mum Irene was diag¬ 
nosed with bowel cancer. Irene, 
a foster carer who also lives in 
Harlow, was treated with key¬ 
hole surgery. 

“I’ve seen both ends of the 
scale with cancer,” said Lucy. 
“Seeing Mum make a full recov¬ 
ery has been wonderful. 

“She has fostered children 
long term all her life so we were 
all devastated when she got 
diagnosed. There are so many 
of us who need her.” 

Lucy will be taking part in the 


Harlow Race for Life in the 
Town Park on Sunday, May 18 
to raise money for Cancer 
Research UK and help others 
whose lives have been touched 
by the disease. 

Cheering her on will be her 
mum, Irene, who also has a son 
Keith, 27 and two adopted chil¬ 
dren - Steven, 34, and Clair, 32. 
Clair will also be running with 
Lucy. 

On Saturday, Lucy will join a 
team of dancers at Chelmsford 
Shopping Centre to perform 
the Cancer Slam to promote 
Race for Life.

Tenants left homeless after flat blaze 


A 43-YEAR-OLD woman has 
been arrested after a fire in a 
block of flats in Harlow on 
Saturday. 

Fire crews and police were 
called to Herons Wood short¬ 
ly before 11.30am. Firefighters 
wearing breathing apparatus 
used hose reels to tackle the 
fire which was extinguished 
by 11.45am. 

A man and two women res¬ 
cued from the property were 
taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital as a precaution. 

A spokeswoman for Essex 
Police said the cause of the 
fire was being treated as 


deliberate. 

Four flats were damaged as 
a result of the fire. 

A Harlow Council spokes¬ 
man said: “The tenants affe¬ 
cted have been moved into 
temporary accommodation. 
The council is doing all it can 
to offer support to those 
affected by this fire.” 

The woman who was arrest¬ 
ed has been bailed until May 
10 pending further enquiries. 

• POLICE are appealing for 
information after a fire at a 
tower block in Harlow on 
Sunday. 


Six fire crews from Harlow, 
Epping, Ongar and 
Sawbridgeworth attended 
the blaze in a fourth-floor flat 
in Brenthall Towers shortly 
before 3pm. 

Crews wore breathing appa¬ 
ratus and used one jet to 
extinguish the fire by 3.37pm. 
They then ventilated the 
smoke-logged property using 
a high pressured fan. 

The cause of the fire is 
thought to be deliberate and 
police have asked for anyone 
with information should call 
Harlow CID on 101 or Crime- 
stoppers on 0800 555111. 


Children kept in 
over smog fear 


PUPILS at a Harlow school 
were kept indoors after par¬ 
ents raised concerns about 
warnings of high pollution 
levels in the town. 

Youngsters at Pear Tree Mead 
Primary and Nursery were not 
allowed to go outside at play¬ 
time after the school decided it 
would be best for their health 
and safety. 

The Government had issued 
a warning of high levels of air 
pollution on Wednesday, with 
levels of pollutants officially 
registering as “high” in Harlow. 

Deputy headteacher Chr¬ 
istine Peden said: “We had a

cerned with their children 
who had asthma or who were 
suffering from a sore throat 
and what we were doing as a 
school.

“We explained to the chil¬ 
dren we were keeping them 
indoors because of the pollu¬ 
tion and what that meant and 
that the reason we were doing 
so was for their own health,” 
Ms Peden added. 

“Our parents are really 
important to us and a big part 
of the school so we listened to 
their concerns and the chil¬ 
dren’s health and safety comes 
first.”

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Police use of tasers 
in county up 400% 

THE use of electric tasers by 
police officers in Essex has 
increased more than fourfold in 
two years. 

Figures released by the Home 
Office show that the weapons, 
which deliver an incapacitating 
dose of electricity, were deployed 
152 times during 2013 - up from 
100 in 2012 and 34 in 2011. 

A police spokesman said: “The 
increase in the deployment of 
tasers is due to more officers 
trained in the carriage and 
deployment of them.” 

While police officers drew their 
tasers in 152 incidents in 2013, 
people were shot with them on 
just 33 occasions - roughly 22 per 
cent. Of these, tasers were fired 
with a live cartridge 31 times. 

In two cases in the first half of 
last year they were used in a 
‘drive stun’ method. This is where 
the weapon is held against the 
subject’s body and the trigger is 
pulled with no probes being 
fired, causing pain but not 
delivering an incapacitating 
effect. 

They were aimed at subjects 13 
times and drawn out of their 
holster as a warning 23 times. 

The weapons were introduced 
to the force in September 2005. 
There are now 225 of 3,330 
officers trained to use the 94 
weapons the force holds. 

Roughly 20 officers are carrying 
a taser on a daily basis. 

A Freedom of Information Act 
request revealed that no people 
shot by a taser had suffered long¬ 
term injury since their 
introduction in the county.

A WOMAN posing as a police officer 
targeted a Harlow resident this week as 
part of an ongoing telephone scam to 
steal money or bank cards. 

The woman, who calls herself 
‘Jennifer Clark’, or ‘Jennifer Lark’, has 
tried on several occasions to steal from 
elderly or vulnerable people in Essex 
during the past few weeks. 

On Tuesday afternoon she called a 
man living in Milwards but he quickly 
realised her call was part of the fraud 
and raised the alarm. 

Detective Sergeant Neil Hudson 
said: “This woman is linked to 
attempted frauds across the south of 
the county. She always claims to be 
an officer from the local police 
station and says she is investigating 
burglaries in the area. 

“She tells her intended victims that 
her bank cards have been found as a 
result of enquiries into the burglaries, 
then asks the victims to let police 
have bank or credit cards or large 
sums of cash for forensic 
examination. 

“There have been similar scams 
where the victims are tricked into 
providing cards or cash but they 
are never returned.” 

The telephone fraudsters made 
140 calls to Essex residents during 
March but the majority were 
unsuccessful. 

A total of 750 similar thefts and 
attempted thefts have been 
reported in the county - including 
Harlow and Epping - since the scam 
first came to light in January 2013. 
More than 100 people in the 
county have been tricked out of 
money and the total stolen is more 
than £355,000.

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COPING WITH I 

Bereavement 


G RIEF is a very personal thing and 
there is no right or wrong way to 
react when we lose someone 
close to us. 

One thing is certain - as painful as it 
is, you are not alone and it can help to 
know that others feel the same way in 
similar circumstances. 

At first some people may find it very 
hard to accept or understand the death 
of a loved one. Some feel so shocked 
that they cannot accept that the person 
has died at all and even deny it is true. 
Anger is another common emotion. 


One question many people ask is “why 
me”? You may think it unfair that 
someone close to you has died. This 
can make you feel very angry with 
everything and everyone - maybe even 
the person who has died and left you. 

Perhaps you feel guilty for not doing 
certain things with your relative or 
friend before they died or remember 
all the times you felt you did or said the 
wrong thing to them. Again, this is just 
a natural part of the grieving process. 

It is natural to feel depressed for some 
time after a death of someone close, 


but if these feelings continue for 
several months you may need help. 
Counselling, therapy or medication 
can help you to take interest in life 
again and find things that you enjoy 
doing. 

How long people grieve for is a very 
individual thing. It may be months or 
even years, but it won’t always be so 
intense. 

Give yourself time to heal. The most 
important part of healing is to 
acknowledge that you are grieving. 
Two things that help the most with 


grief are time and support. You can’t 
force yourself to feel better. 

Eventually you will be able to think 
about the person who died and it won’t 
be as painful. You will start to feel like 
planning ahead and looking forward to 
more good times. 

This doesn’t mean in any way that you 
have less feeling for the person who has 
died. You will always remember and 
love them for what you shared 
together. And they wouldn’t want your 
life to come to a standstill or for you to 
feel sad for ever.

No new housing 
‘is not an option’ 


RESIDENTS and businesses 
are being urged to have their 
say on where new homes and 
jobs should be created in 
Harlow. 

Consultation on Harlow 
Council’s Local Plan, a blue¬ 
print for future development 
in the town, starts on Monday. 

Views will be sought on five 
different examples for how 
new housing developments 
could be accommodated with¬ 
in Harlow and possible loca¬ 
tions outside the town. 

The council say all examples 
“protect Harlow’s existing 
green spaces as much as they 
can”. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Harlow was never meant to 
stand still and today Harlow 
faces a number of issues and 
development pressures. 

“The council needs to plan 
for the future by providing 
development to meet local 
needs and to deliver the regen¬ 
eration of the town.” 

The Local Plan will set out 
how many new homes and 
jobs are to be provided in 
Harlow up to the year 2031. 

It should reflect the future 
needs of the community and

businesses, and will provide a 
framework for the considera¬ 
tion and assessment of plan¬ 
ning applications received by 
the council. 

To achieve the council’s key 
priorities of delivering more 
and better housing, regenerat¬ 
ing the town and stimulating 
the local economy, evidence 
shows that between 12,000 
and 15,000 new homes and 
between 8,000 and 12,000 jobs 
will be required up to 2031. 

Planning permission has 
already been granted for 4,500 
homes in Harlow, so locations 
for a further 7,500 to 10,500 
homes need to be identified. 

Approximately 30 per cent of 
new homes will be affordable/ 
social housing to help families 
and individuals that cannot 
currently afford to buy their 
own home. 

The council is required by 
Government policy to boost 
significantly the supply of 
housing to meet the needs of 
the community, which means 
that ‘no housing growth’ is not 
an option. 


The spokesman added: “If we 
do not deliver the housing to 
support regeneration the risk 
is that Harlow will decline. 

“We all know what new hous¬ 
ing and new jobs mean to 
Harlow so we need as many 
people from the young to the 
old and all sized businesses to 
let us know their views on this 
vital issue. 

“We want to start a healthy 
debate on Harlow’s future. We 
need new housing for Harlow 
people but where should it 
go?” 

The council has published 
the Emerging Strategy and 
Further Options document for 
consultation and this docu¬ 
ment can be read and views 
given at www.harlow.gov.uk/ 
local-plan from today. Further 
consultations will take place 
later this year. 

The document will also be 
available in the Civic Centre, 
Central Library and Old 
Harlow Library. Exhibitions 
will also be held throughout 
the consultation and details of 
these will on the Council’s 
website. 

The consultation closes on 
May 30.

Ms Blunnie was killed by her former boyfriend Tony 
McLernon in a brutal attack in June 
2012. He was jailed fori ife with a 
recommendation that he stays 
behind bars for at least 27 years. 

The report into Ms Blunnie’s death 
is anonymous apart from the inclu¬ 
sion of the names of the review 
panel chairman and members. 

However, Mr Halfon said the 
20-year-old mother-to-be and her 
unborn daughter were “failed by 
people” and added he could see no 
reason why they should not be iden¬ 
tified in the report. 

Raising the issue in the House of 
Commons on Thursday, Mr Halfon 
said: “This terrible crime left the 
whole of Harlow in shock. Since 
then, a domestic homicide review 
has been carried out and is due to 
be published soon. It will be anony¬ 
mised, despite the parents’ wish for 
their daughter and her child to be 
named.” 

He called on the Home Secretary 
and the Justice Secretary to investi¬ 
gate the matter. 

The Leader of the House of 
Commons, Andrew Lansley, said 
the names were left out of the report 
for data protection reasons. “I am

aware of the tragic murder of Eystna 
Blunnie just days before she was 
due to give birth to her baby girl 
Rose in 2012,” he added.

opportunity to offer our condolenc¬ 
es to Eystna’s family on their loss.” 

Mr Lansley said the Government 
had placed domestic homicide 
reviews on a statutory footing in 
April 2011 so that every local report 


is reviewed and quality assured by a 
panel of independent and Home 
Office experts. 

“Each review results in a tailored 
action plan delivered by the area in 
question to ensure that we learn 
and act on the lessons of individual 
tragedies,” he told MPs. 

“I understand that a domestic 
homicide review of this case is 
under way and will be published by 
the community safety partnership 
in the coming months. For reasons 
of data protection, such reviews are 
anonymised to protect the identity 
of all involved, including the vic¬ 
tims and their families.” 

Mr Halfon told the Star this week: 
“I understand it is to do with data 
protection, but people have failed 
Eystna and Rose. 

“People have failed them and I do 
not see why they should not be 
identified anyway but I would be 
happy with the reports naming 
Eystna and Rose as her family have 
asked and they retracted any other 
names. 

“It would provide some comfort to 
the family.”

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Removing school lollipop patrols could put lives at risk 

I was concerned to hear that Essex

I County Council are currently 
consulting on the future of school 
crossing patrols in Essex in order to 
save money. 

Harlow’s crossing patrollers do a 
fantastic job protecting our children 
as they make their way to school, 
and I am fighting hard to protect 
this valuable service. 

I have been working alongside 
Potter Street lollipop lady Jane 
Chivrall and we have set up an 
online petition together. It already 
has over 220 supporters. 

I have also tabled a Parliamentary 
Motion asking for the service to be 
continued, raised the issue in 
Parliament and met with Harlow’s road 
crossing patrollers to discuss the plans. 

I was impressed by some of the 
alternative solutions that they 
suggested, such as cutting the amount 
of time they spent at each crossing by 
10 minutes or asking for sponsorship 
from businesses. 

I have written to Essex County Council 
with each of these suggestions and also 
asked if they will carry out a thorough 
risk assessment. 

Removing school crossing patrollers 
could put the lives of children at risk 
and I believe that the safety 
implications of these proposals must be 
examined fully. 

School crossing patrollers are 
important figures of reassurance for our 



community, keeping our roads safe and 
speeding to a minimum. 

L AST month the Chancellor presented 
a budget to Parliament which 
contained a lot of good news for 
hardworking Harlow residents. 

The economy is recovering faster than 
had been predicted and although the job 
is far from done, no major advanced 
economy is growing faster than Britain 
is today. 

In the coming year, the deficit will 
have been halved, 1.7 million new 
private sector jobs will have been 
created since 2010 and we are seeing 
the fastest fall in youth unemployment 
since 1997. 

This was a worker’s budget with a 
relentless focus on the cost of living, 
the low paid and getting people back 


into work. George Osborne 
announced that he will be 
increasing the income tax threshold 
to £10,500 so the average Harlow 
resident will be £800 better off 
than they would have been under 
Labour’s plans. 

To help ease the cost of living, the 
Government is introducing a range 
of measures such as increasing tax 
free childcare to £2,000 per child, 
freezing fuel duty until the end of 
this Parliament and cancelling 
Labour’s fuel duty rise that was due 
to kick in at the end of this year. 

It is also giving pensioners more 
freedom and flexibility over their 
pensions, while small businesses will 
benefit from the scrapping of National 
Insurance contributions for those aged 
under 21. Alongside lower energy bills 
and corporation tax, businesses will 
now have more money to invest, expand 
and hire more people. 

Finally, I was delighted that the 
Chancellor slashed bingo tax from 20 
per cent to 10 per cent, as I have been 
campaigning for a cut in bingo tax 
alongside members of the Harlow 
Mecca Bingo Club. This will protect jobs 
and allow many bingo clubs across the 
country to be refurbished. 

Whilst there is still a long way to go, 
this budget is great news for Harlow 
and will help families and small 
business owners go from strength to 
strength. 


Drop in bedroom tax 
figures ‘not enough’ 



NEW research shows the number of households in the 
east of England affected by the controversial spare 
room supplement dubbed by critics as a bedroom tax 
has fallen. 

Figures released under the Freedom of Information 
Act to campaign site False Economy - which is backed by 
the Trade Union Council - reveal the number of affected 
households in Harlow has fallen by almost a fifth since 
it was introduced. 

But campaigners say the figures do not go far enough 
and there is still a nationwide shortage of single bed¬ 
room social housing. 

According to False Economy, the majority of affected 
tenants have been unable to move to a smaller property, 
come off housing benefits or 
take in a lodger as the Govern¬ 
ment suggested. 

“The bedroom tax was never 
about make making housing 
allocation fairer or cutting 
the welfare bill,” said a 
spokesman. “It was about 
putting social housing fur¬ 
ther out of the reach of those 
who need it and driving fami¬ 
lies into a debt spiral that 
traps them in squalid over¬ 
priced private tenancies and 
jobs that don’t pay.” 

In Harlow the number of 
households affected has fall¬ 
en by 20.9 per cent while in 
Epping Forest it has fallen by 
20.2 per cent.

Megan Dobney, secretary of 
the southern and eastern 
region of the TUC, said: “Min¬ 
isters seem not to know about 
the nationwide shortage of 
single bedroom social homes, 
nor are they aware of any of 
the many valid reasons why 
tenants need more space than 
the Government says they do. 

“And the bedroom tax hasn’t 
stopped the housing benefit 
bill from going up. This is 
because wages have stagnat¬ 
ed for the working poor and 
rents have increased as the 
decade’s long failure to build 
enough homes bites.” 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
said said there were almost 
600 families in Harlow who 
are living in overcrowded 
accommodation. 

“In almost every surgery I 
hold I speak to families living 
in overcrowded accommoda¬ 
tion, often with four or five 
people living in one or two 
rooms,” he said. 

“The purpose of the spare 
room supplement is to try and 


alleviate overcrowding in 
Harlow, to ensure that every 
family living in social housing 
has a house that meets their 
needs. 

“It is worth remembering 
that the Labour Party initially 
brought this in for social hou¬ 
sing tenants living in private 
accommodation on housing 
benefit.” 

He added: “There is no such 
thing as a bedroom tax. It 
merely acts as an incentive to 
those people living in social 
housing who have more 
rooms than they need to 
downsize.” 

Sue lones, of the Harlow 
Advice Centre, said: “Some 
people lose out because they 
don’t understand the rules 
and so fail to question the 
assessment when the tax is 
imposed. 

“Our column in next week’s 
Star will provide information 
about the housing benefit 
claimants that are subject to 
it and when it should not be 
imposed.”

THE number of potoles on Essex roads 
in need of repair has increased after 
the prolonged spell of rain at the start 
of the year. 

Statistics released last week show 
there were a total of 16,250 recorded 
highway defects in the three months 
to the end of March, up from 15,939 in 
the quarter to the end of December. 

The local roads network fared the 
worst, according to the figures. On the 
3,230 miles for which Essex County 
Council is responsible for mainte¬ 
nance, the number of faults increased 
from 10,397 to 11,674. 

Defects on 125 miles of roads in 
Harlow rose from 610 to 632 while on 
the 68.5 roads in the Epping Forest 
district they increased from 877 to 
1,152. 

However, the number of faults on 
588 miles of Priority 1 (PR1) roads fell 
from 1,796 to 1,280 and on Priority 2 
(PR2) roads, from 3,746 to 3,296. 

More than 8,000 repairs have taken 
place across the networks during the 
first three months of the year and 
there will be a “further concentrated 
effort” over the next quarter. 

County councillor Rodney Bass, cab¬ 
inet member for highways and trans¬ 
portation, said: “Our teams have been 
working extremely hard to attend to

Gardening 
is child's play 


IF the weather is fine this Easter (and 
it's beginning to look like it might 
be), many parents will be wanting to 
sort out their gardens - and hopefully 
encouraging their children to give them 
a hand along the way. 

With National Gardening Week (April 
14-20) on its way - a scheme launched 
three years ago by the RHS to celebrate 
gardening with nationwide events - 
there really is no excuse not to get your 
little ones outdoors. 

Andrea Fowler, horticultural educator 
at RHS Garden Wisley, points out that 
attracting wildlife, seed-sowing and 
vegetable-growing are all sources of 
inspiration to young gardeners. 

"Spring is definitely here so we 
can be seed-sowing and planting in 
earnest," she says. "If you just want to 
get the children outside do an Easter 
egg hunt in the garden - there are also 
Easter holiday activities at all four RHS 
gardens over the holidays. 

"If you're sowing seeds with children, 
sow something that's going to spark 
their imagination. Plant flower seeds 
which children will be excited about, 
like calendula - there's a calendula 
called 'Porcupine' which is an extra 
spiky pot marigold. There's also 
cornflower 'Blue Boy' and sunflowers, 
which everyone loves. 

"Nasturtiums are fantastic and make 
great container plants so you don't

need to have a huge garden, you can 
just grow them in a window box. Herbs 
are also great. 

"If you're growing veg with children, 
have a go with 'Pink Fir Apple' potatoes 
(a maincrop variety with knobbly pink 
skinned tubers of butter yellow, waxy 
flesh) or purple potatoes, purple beans 
and yellow tomatoes, which will get 
them interested." 

Attracting wildlife into the 
garden will also engage the 
children, so help them build 
a mini-beast hotel (although 
autumn can be a better time to 
do this when wildlife is looking 
to hibernate). 

A simple bug hotel can be 
made from a collection of hollow 
stems packed into a plastic 
bottle with the end cut off. 

Several hotels could be placed in 
different positions such as on the 
ground among vegetation, fixed 
on top of a post, next to a wall, 
half way up a hedge, in a tree, 
under a bird table. 

Grander bug hotels can be made by 
piling up a variety of materials into a 
tower, or making a wooden frame with 
a series of compartments and packing 
these with different fillings. 



Remember rotting wood is both a 
home and source of food for various 
beetle grubs and a vast army of other 
mini-beasts, which in turn make a tasty 
snack for birds, hedgehogs and frogs, 
so leave an area of the garden wild and 
build a log pile with the children. 


"Children also love worms," says 
Andrea. " If you are working in the 
garden let them dig with a trowel and 
they'll love it. . but don't let them 
chop the worms in half." 

You could also help your children 
make a bird cake, using fat, good 
quality wild birdseed, raisins, peanuts 
and grated cheese. Just leave the fat 
in a warm place to soften, put the 
other ingredients into a bowl, chop 
the fat into small pieces and add to 


the mixture, mixing it together using 
fingers or a spoon. Put the mixture into 
a yoghurt pot to hang from your bird 
table or roll into balls to place on it. 

"We need to get the next generation 
inspired by gardening," says 
Andrea,"and there's no time like the 
present to do so.

Demonic chiller thriller 
lacking the fear factor 



THE QUIET ONES

INSPIRED by a real-life incident - 
valuable currency for a horror film 
- The Quiet Ones relives a troubling 
case of demonic possession that 
claimed the lives of a team of 
scientists. 

It's immaterial that John 
Pogue's film is grounded in the 
contentious facts of an infamous 
experiment which saw Canadian 
parapsychologists test their theory 
that the human mind is responsible 
for manifestations attributed to 
ghosts. 

All blood-lusting audiences 
will care about is the number of 
jump-out-of-your seats shocks 
and wince-inducing scares that 
the director and his two co¬ 
writers, Craig Rosenberg and Oren 
Moverman, have crammed into 98 
minutes. 

Disappointingly, you can count 
them on two fingers. 

The screenplay transplants the 
malevolent mind games from 
Toronto to the dreaming spires 
of 1970s Oxford where Professor 
Coupland (Jared Harris) is 
convinced that there is a direct link 
between paranormal activity and 
human negative energy. 

Ignoring university protocols, 
he conducts a secret experiment 
on troubled patient Jane Harper 
(Olivia Cooke), aided by students 
Kristina Dalton (Erin Richards) and 
Harry Abrams (Rory Fleck-Byrne). 
Cameraman Brian McNeil (Sam 
Claflin) is recruited to the team to 
provide the evidence that will send 
shockwaves through the academic 
establishment. 

The professor takes Brian to a 
house where Jane is being willingly 
held in a locked room for her 
own safety. The girl believes that 
she is in the thrall of a dark spirit 
called Evie and the professor is 


determined to heal her, but as the 
experiments gather momentum the 
team witnesses alarming visions 
that defy rational explanation. 

The Quiet Ones is the latest 
offering from the Hammer Film 
stable which sent shivers down 
collective spines with the 2012 
chiller The Woman in Black. 

Pogue's film falls short of that 
journey into supernatural madness. 

It does boast one devilishly 
teasing scene of impending carnage 


involving a character unwittingly 
resting her head in the wrong place, 
where clumps of her hair can be 
torn from her scalp. 

But for the most part it resorts 
to staples of the genre - creaking 
doors that open of their own 
accord, figures emerging suddenly 
from the darkness - which can be 
anticipated well in advance. 

Harris teeters on the brink 
of hysteria throughout, leaving 
younger co-stars - some of whom 


are making their film debuts - to 
curry our sympathy. 

The relationship between Claflin 
and Cooke provides us with an 
emotional anchor but the script 
skimps on character development 
until the closing 10 minutes when 
a flood of outlandish exposition 
attempts to wrap everything up 
with a hellish final flourish.

“Must be seen” and

agents’ ways of pointing out 
that there is no substitute for 
a visit.

FORMER Passmores School student 
Mobashar Mahmood is relishing his 
role putting Pakistan on the rugby 
map, and has paid tribute to his 
mentor former Leeds Rhinos Rugby 
League star Ikram Butt and the help 
he has given him during his career 
to date.

Along with 
the Rhinos the wing has played for 
Featherstone Rovers, Huddersfield 
and London Broncos. 

Mahmood said: “Ikram has sup¬ 
ported my rugby. When I first con¬ 
tacted BARA he got me involved with 
many projects. 

“Ikram has provided me with lots of 
encouragement and invaluable 
advice and has followed my career 
ever since.” 

Mahmood will join up with the 
Pakistan rugby union team for the 
Asian 5 Nations tournament in May. 

Pakistan will compete in a group 
with teams from Lebanon, Laos and 
Uzbekistan.

Ikram told the Star: “As we cele¬ 
brate our 10-year anniversary we are 
delighted to see players like Bash 
who have continued to excel in the 
supportive environment that we pro¬ 
vide. With Bash, we could see he 
already had the passion and desire to 
succeed. We were able to instil in 
him the self-belief and convince him 
that he had all the ingredients to go 
far in the game. 

“At BARA, we regard Bash as one of 
our ambassadors and a fine role 
model, who is just as professional on 
as well as off the field.” 

Mahmood has now signed for 
Luton RFC and is still hopeful of pro¬ 
gressing up the professional ladder 
even further. 

Although rugby is not traditionally 
too popular among British Asians, 
Mahmood would encourage young¬ 
sters to follow his lead and try out the 
sport, rather than take up the more 
popular sports of cricket and foot¬ 
ball. 

“I got into rugby union when I was 
16 and played for my school, 
Passmores, then within weeks 
moved to play for Harlow Rugby Club 
for the under 16s, 17s and Colts, and 
then broke through to the first team 
for the first couple games of the sea¬ 
son only as I had to move to 
Birmingham for university,” he 
explained.
